Thousands Try to 
Stem Invasion.

BALBOA, Canal Zone, Oct. 12.— 
Following riots and disorders of work- 
ers who, led by radicals, are demand- 
ing lower rents, United States troops 
entered Panama territory at 1:30 this 
afternoon at the request of President 
Rodolfo Chiari. The troops comprise 
three battalions of the 33d infantry 
from Fort Clayton, five miles from 
Panama Ctiy. They have orders to 
disperse all gatherings of more than 
five persons, maintain order and pre- 
vent fires. 

The morning opened qulet with the 
streets virtually deserted, a: 
stores closed and barricaded. United 
States troops, in steel helmets and full 
marching equipment, were stationed in 
the grounds of the Tivoli hotel in the 
Canal Zone at the northern entrance 
to Panama, and at Chorillo, the south- 
ern entrance. 

Rout Mob with Bayonets. 

As the troops entered, a Panama 
mob of several thousand blocked the 
way, but with fixed bayonets the sol- 


idiers soon dispersed the crowd, All

|City and transportation stopped, in-

| PARIS REDS RIOT 
‘| AGAINST WAR IN 
RIFF; TWO SLAIN 


Pitched Battle Is Fought 
Near Tombs of Kings. 


PARIS, Oct. 12.—(4)—The general 
strike inaugurated by the communists 
today as a protest against the war in 
Morocco was a more serious affair than 
had been bargained for. Two are dead 
and thirty wounded in consequence of 
clashes between the police and the 
strikers. Three of the wounded are 
policemen and they are not expected 
to recover. 

Seventy persons were arrested, in- 
cluding Jacques Dorriot, 


tenced to 13 months’ imprisonment for 
inciting French soldiers to disobedience. 

Reports from Havre, Toulouse, St. 
Etienne, Strasbourg, Lyons, Marseilles, 
Rennes, Crenoble, Torlon and many 
other places saw that the communists 
failed to arouse the workers and that 
law and order prevailed. 


Battle Near Tombs of Kings. 


The Paris suburbs—‘“ the red ring 
around Paris’’—as the communists 
style them, were the scene of the most 
sanguinary clashes. St. Denis, where 
the tombs of the kings of France are 
situated, but which now is a hot bed 
of communists, witnessed a pitched bat- 
tle between the police and strikers. 
One’ man was killed in this place and 
fifteen were wounded. 

Deputy Jacques Dorriot came to grief 
in street fighting against the police and 
was taken to a station for protection, 
with wounds on his head and body. 
This occurred at the close of a com- 
munist meeting in the 17th ward, just 
a few mimutes after a prison sentence 
had been imposed upon him.

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FAILS ~ WHY? 
HUMAN NATURE 


Los Angeles, Cal., Oct. 12.——[United 
News.]—Job Harriman, once Ameri- 
ca’s greatest exponent of communism, 
admits that his faith is gone, For 35 
years Harriman gave his fortune, the 
dest years of his life, and many friends 
for the cause. Now he is broken physi- 
Cally and financially. , 

The city of Liano del Rio, in the 
Mojave desert, stands a silent, ghostly 
testimonial to Job Harriman’s findings 
—a tragic, deserted, untenanted vil- 
laze which once flourished as the capi- 
tal of communism in America. 

Twelve years ago Harriman gath- 
ered a score of families together and 
settled Liano. One by one, Commu- 
nists from al] parts of America fol- 
lowed the pioneers. 

Forced to Conscript Cooks. 

Homes of adobe were built. The 
men did the construction work and 
the women cooked In a great com- 
munity kitchen. Enthusiasm waned 
after the first few weeks, and men had 
io be conscripted as cooks. The wom- 
en would not work. 

Finally, 750 persons resided at Liano. 
A great community garden was plant- 
ed and all essentials that make com- 
munity life independent of the out- 
side world were provided. 

“Then the bubble broke,’’ Harriman 
said, ‘“‘for some of the colonists would 
not do their share. Some were not 
physically or mentally capable of ful- 
filling their duties. Some did not want 
to be laboring at the far end of the 
pe Ci 
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ela, when the dinner bell rang, for 
it meant that they would be late for 
meals. 


Draw and Waste Food. 

“ Theoretically the communistic idea 
seemed the solution of the world’s 
woes, but I learned that social prob- 
lems are not alone economic, but large- | 
ly biological,” 

Until the Liano experiment Harri- 
man would not believe that any one 
would: consciously waste food, but 
eight families there daily drew their 
portion of fresh pork at the commis. 
sary, although they never ate pork, 
he says. They took the meat because 
it was their share, and when they 
brought it to their homes they threw 
it in the community garbage barrel. 

“There were malicious gossips in 
the colony. One was always compared 
with another. There was jealousy, 
too,” Harriman explained. 

“We went out there to get away 
from just that thing—maliciousness 
and competition—and we reno into it 
in Llano. Human nature is just the 
same, in the desert or in the city. 

“Communism is a failure for a very 
fundamental reason. It lifts responsi- 
bility and checks, if it does not stop, 
the development of the individual. 


Not until] the selfish urge becomes re- 
cessive and the love urge is dominant 
will communism become possible.”

BERRY PICKING 
IS SPORT FOR 
WOMAN EXPERT 


HOPKINTON, N. HK. — Picking 
blueberries is an adventure rather thar 
work to Mrs. Edwin Straw, who spends 


two months every summer in a blue- 
berry thicket on her husband's farm, 
17 miles up in the hills from Hopkin- 
ton. Each summer for many years 
Mrs. Straw has spent her “ vacation ”’ 
picking blueberries from early morn- 
ing until nightfall. 

Nor is blueberry picking a mere 
pastime for Mrs. Straw. For each of 
the 53 quarts of berries she picks daily 
she receives 20 cents. Though pro- 
fessiona] berry pickers regard 
quarts a good average, Mrs. Straw con- 
tends that if they really enjoyed their 
work as she does they could pick 53 
quarts a day, too. 

“TI love it,”’ she said. “I love this 
wild country here. It’s so nice to get 
away from Goffstown, where we live 
in the winter. I just pick all the time, 
and I don’t like to have it get dark, so 
that I have to stop. That’s all there 
is to it. Most folks don’t enjoy berry- 
ing enough to keep it up for long, but 
if they did they could pick 53 quarts 
a day. It’s sport to me.”

WASHINGTON, D. C—A careful 
census has been taken of the prong 
horned antelope in North America, and 
the areas now occupied by these big 
game animals have been approxi- 
mately determined. The prong horn 
is the only species of antelope native 
to America. Through the occupation 
of its territory by man, it has been ex- 
tirpated from many of its frontier 
haunts, but has survived in scattered, 
small herds over a very large propor- 
tion of its original range in sixteen of 
the western states of this country and 
in Canada and Mexico. 

According to the census results re- 
ported by Dr. Nelson of the bureau of 
biological survey, there are now ap- 

ely 30,000 prong ho 


ting laymen was defeated. 
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ing in North America tn a total of 286 
scattered bands. These numbers seem 
sadly meager in comparison with the 
millions once inhaditing this cont!- 
nent.

tory over Indiana Saturday is a 

record in the conference. It is | 
not. Michigan is ‘holder of the mark, | 
but it was against lowa. Back in 1992 | 
‘“ Hurry-up”’ Yost’s famous “ point‘a- 
minute ’’ aggregation, which went uf- 
defeated from the close of the 1900 sea- 
son until the final game of 1905, ran 
itself breathless against the Hawkeyes 
for 107 points. 

That is the only count over the cen- 
tury mark recorded in the now Big 
Ten, although the Wolverines had sev- 
eral other scores over 100 during their 
period of supremacy—128 against Buf- 
falo in 1901, 119 against Michigan Ag- 
gies in 1902, and 130 against West Vir- 
ginia in 1904. 

Minnesota in 1903 scored 112 points 
against MacAlester, and, in 1904, 146 


against Grinnell. Chicago had 108 
against Monmouth in 1903 and 123 
against Great Lakes in 1919. Ohio 


State downed Oberlin, 128 to 0, in 1916. 


The conference was formed in 1896 
with a membership of Chicago, Ilinots, 
Michigan, Minnesota, Northwestern, Pur- 
due, and Wisconsin. Indiana and lowa 
were admitted in 1899, and Ohio State 
in 1912. Michigan withdrew in 1908 and 
returned in 1917.

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IN NORTHWEST 
ON LIGHT TRADE 


BY CHARLES MICHAELS. 


Pronounced weakness developed in 
northwestern grain markets yesterday. 
Chicago and southwestern exchanges 
were closed. Reports at Minneapolis 
mills have bought around 500,000 bu 
Canadian wheat in the last few days 
at 34c over Minneapolis, duty paid, for 
No. 1 northern, and that Buffalo mills 
had taken 1,500,000 bu, combined with 
selling of storage tickets against stored 
wheat by farmers led to selling and a 
net loss of 34,@3%c in Minneapolis. 
Winnipeg lost 2%@2%c, and Duluth 
3% @4c for the day. 

Trade in the aggregate was not large, 
and markets easily influenced. One of 
the leading Minneapolis line elevator 
houses with 148 country stations reported 
farmers had sold 100,000 bu wheat on 
Saturday.

SHIP TO CARRY 
LARGE PART OF 
ITSELF IN HOLD 


LONDON .—To lift one’s self by one’s 
own boot straps has ever been re- 
garded as reductio ad absurdum of 
physical possibilities, yet almost ex- 
actly such a feat is soon to be accom- 
plished by a vessel now being built on 
the Tyne for service upon the Ameri- 
can great lakes. The ship hasn’t any 
boot straps, but what she plans doing 
is to carry 144 feet of her own length 
snugly packed up in her own hold. It 
is something like a snake's swallowing 
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its owrmmtail to shorten its linear meas- 
urement. 

The need of transportation on the 
big fresh water lakes was a vessel of 
some 6,000 tons with a length of 379 
feet. That was a simple task for the 
shipbuilding concern, but when it came 
to measuring the locks through which 
the boat would have to pass it was 
found that the planned vessel was de 
trop in length to the amount of twelve 
times twelve feet. 

Was the contract abandoncd? Not 
‘at all! The ship, Glenledi by name, 
lv as ordered completed in all respects 
save the superfluous 144 feet, while 
the parts for that additional footage 
were fabricated and numbered. These, 
packed into the ship’s “in’ards,” will 
be freighted across the Atlantic and 
through the locks. Then, safely in 
deep water again, the additional plates 
and fittings will be riveted together, 
and ina short time a full 379 foot ship 
| will be ready for duty.
